Trci'* ia KnBtcra Stains Injured nml 


Dpi»nr<iueut llccomintnds Jm mediate 
I'rC'^ntt-tit for Control 
U'ASHIXGTOX. Nov. 6.— The U. S. 


department, of agriculture is calling 
attention to the introduction and es- 
tablishment in America of the Euro- 
pean pine .shoot moth, which threat- 
ens to cause serious loss. 
This in- 


sfct is a. small orange- red moth, the 
larva of which hollows out new buds 
and kills or injures the ends of twigs 
of pine trees. 
This Injury causes a 


deformity .which is serious 
In orna- 


mental trees, and In tress grown £or 
lumb&L 
1 wakes a crooked growth and 


a. consequent waste when the tree Is 
cut, 


In Europe the insect not only at- 


tacks nil native pines but is equally 
injurious to American species culti- 
vated there. 
The department states 


that the young larvae came into this 
country within the buds on Imported 
pine seedlings which have come from 
France, Knghind, Holland, Belgium or 
Germany. 
The department's investi- 


gators have discovered it in only ten 
1 oca I i Lief, in six states from Massa- 
chusetts to Pennsylvania, but it is 
likely that it may be found In other 
localities. 
It has not baeu found in 


any native trees In the forest, and 
with only one exception has alwa> a 
been on European pines In nurseries 
and private parks. 
There is no 'evi- 


dence to Indicate that it has been in 
this country more than a year except 
oti Long Island, \vhere it h;is existed 
for tno rn than t w o years. 


There aro ssver.'il native pine shoot 


moths, bin none of them inflict the se- 
rious injury of the European species 


Tins department hopes that the new- 


pest may be stamped out before it 
becomes too -widespread to be con- 
trolled. At present the problem of Its 
elimination is confined mainly tb nur- 
series, but If it ones gets Into tho 
native pine forests tiie experts think 
that- it would be beyond control. 
In 


its larval stage the moth is so ef- 
fectively protected in the buds 
and 


shoots that it cannot be reached by 
any insecticide, and the only methoJ 
of getting ri(3 of it is to prune pui 
and destroy the shoots which contain 
(lie insect. 
This should

bp done during the fall and winter.

Deportment Recommends Immediate 
Treatment for Control 
WASHINGTON'. -Nov. 6.—The U. S. 


department of agriculture is calling 
attention to the Introduction and es- 
tablishment in America, of the Euro- 
pean pine shoot moth, which threat- 
ens to cause serious loss. 
This in- 


sect 3s a small orange-red rnoth. the 
larva of which hollows out new 'buds 
and kills or injures tbe ends of twigs 
of pine trees. 
This injury causes a 


deformity which : SB serious In orna- 
mental trees, and In trees grown-" for 
lumber makes a crooked -growth- and 


consequent waste when the tree is 
cut. 


In Europe tho insect not -only at- 


tacks all native pines but is equally 
injurious to American species culti- 
vated there. 
The department states 


that the young larvae came Into this 
country within the buda on Irhported 
pine seedlings which have come from 
France, England, Holland, Belgium" or 
Germany. 
The department's Investi- 


gators have discovered It" In only ten 
localities, in sis states from Massa- 
chusetts to Pennsylvania, but it is 
likely that it may bo found la other 
localities. 
It has - not been found In 


any, native trees In the forest, and 
with only one exception has always 
been on European pines in -nurssrlas 
and private parks. There Is no. e.vi- 
dence to indicate that it has been fn 
this- country more than a year except 
on Long Island, where it has existed 
for more than two years.. 


There are several native pine shoot 


moths, but none of them Inflict the se- 
rious Injury of the European species. 


The department hopes that the new 


pest may bo stamped out before It 
becomes too widespread to .be -con- 
trolled- At present the problem of its 
elimination Is confined mainly to nur- 
series, but Jf It - once gets Into the 
native pine forests ,the experts think 
that It would bo. beyond control. In 
Its larval stage' the" mo'th" is "so" ef- 
fectively protected In the buds 
and 


shoots that it cannot be reached bsr 
any insecticide, and the only method 
of getting1 rid of It is to prune our 
and destroy the shoots which contain 
the Insect. 
This .should 
preferably 


be done during the fall and winter. 
Though it is easier to locate tha 'In* 
jured tips • and shoots after 
growth 


has started in the spring-. It is safer 
and better for the tree to have it 
done in the fall. 
Measures for conr 


trol, to be effective, can not be ac^ 
complished without the co-operatlva 
action of all who grow or plant Eu* 
ropean pines or deal in them.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 5.—The 
worst 


outbreak of tho foot and moutli dis- 
ease ever Known in the United States 
is Iho department of agriculture's esti- 
mate of the livestock epidemic which 
has forced federal quarantine over six 
states and threatens a temporary re- 
duction of the nation's food supply. An 
emergency appropriation by congress 
'may bo requested to finance the cam- 
paign to suppress tho epidemic. 


Officiate said last night it would be 


a- week before they could forecast the 
extent- to which tho food supply would 
be affected. 
They are inclined to be- 


lieve, However, that the shrinkage will 
not be large In spHo of the inconven- 
ience to which 
stoclv 
growers 
and 


packers will be subjected 
until 
the 


disease is under control. 
Every possi- 


!>le effort will be made to remove han- 
dicaps upon tho movement of live- 
stock." 
: Tho quarantine does not prevent tho 
shipment of stock from unaffected dis- 
tricts to slaughter houses within the 
quarantine area and there i.s no em- 
bargo against the shipment of: dressed 
meat. 


•Xeir York nnd Maryland Hit 


New York and Maryland wcro added 


to the list of quarantined atates yes- 
terday, 
A department of agriculture 


statement announcing1 this said: 
• "The list of states now quarantined 
by federal authorities 
includes New 


York, Maryland, Indiana, .Michigan. Il- 
linois and Pennsylvania. 
Tn addition 


to this restrictions have been placed 
upon interstate shipments from 
Ohio, 


although no cases have as yet been 
found In that state. 
There is r en son 


to fear, however, that infected stocl; 
may have been sent into Ohio. If this 
is found not to have been tho case tho 
embargo will be lifted. 


"This outbreak, which Is the first In 


1he United Stales since IfiDS, Is regard- 
ed as the most serious of any that the 
United States has yet experienced. Noi 
only has it already spread over an ex- 


tenstvo area, but its virulence seems to 
be above the average, Vigorous meas- 
ures will be necessary to stamp it out. 
The cost of suppressing the last out- 
break in 1908 was estimated at $290,- 
112.10, 
In addition, tho loss to dairy 


and stock raisers was heavy. 


"Interstate 
'shipments of 
cattle, 


sheep and swine arc absolutely prohib- 
ited from the- states now quarantined. 


(Stock cannot even bo sent from one 
Infected state Into another. Tho federal 
authorities arc at present engaged In 
endeavoring to ascertain
